PARIS, Jan. 3.—Marshal Joffre, 
last of the chief French military 
. jeaders of the World War, died to- 
day after a final illness of two 
weeks in which it was necessary to 
amputate his left leg. The Marshal 
would have been 79 years old to- 
morrow. 


The end was peaceful. “Three 
members of his family, Mme. 
Joffre, his son-in-law, M. Lafile, 


and his brother, Ferdinand, Gen. 

Issaly, his chief of staff, Col. Des- 

mazes of his staff, his doctors and 

a few others were present.

He displayed a bulletin signed by 
the physicians, Prof. Leriche and 
Drs. Boulin and Fontaine, which 
set the death at 8:23 9. m. 

In Coma Most of Week. 

Shortly afterward Leriche, 
Strassbourg specialist, who came te 
Paris to treat the ailment which 
finally ended the Marshal’s life, 
appeared and informing the news- 
paper men of the circumstances of 
death, added that the Marshal had 
been in a coma practically all this 
week except for rare intervals of 
five or ten minutes. 

At ll a. m. the body of the Mar- 
shal reposed on the simple camp 
bed of a soldier. It was clothed in 
white dolman with the golden-but- 
toned uniform worn in the col- 
Onies, where much of the old sol- 
cier's earlier military fame was 
won. ‘The hands were crossed, two 
candies were burning on a small 
lable beside the bed, and two nuns 
knelt nearby praying. 


Marshal Joffre will be buried 
Wednesday in a national funeral 
as elaborate as that tendered Mar- 
shal Foch, but his body will not 
lie in state under the Are de Tri- 
Omphe, for the Marshal had said 


he did not wish to be the cause 
of his troops and the people of 
Paris risking their health in the 
Paris winter to do him honor.

The possibility was regarded as 
remote, however, that this long- 
awaited document could be in con- 
gressional hands for another week, 
and certaintly not by the unoffi- 
cially announced date of Jan. 6. 
Parts of the report are said to be 
still incomplete pending final de- 
cisions by some of the members. 

It was thought in informed cir- 
cles that the commission’s final 
recommendation on the dry. law 
could hardly be whipped into defi- 
nite shape before another meeting 
of at least a majority. The group 
does not plan to meet as a whole 
until perhaps the middle of next 
week.

IN KANSAS FIELD 
‘BEGIN 10 CLOSE 


Decision of Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co. to Cease Pur- 
chases Is Stopping Pump- 
ing at Chanute, Kan. 


MANY EMPLOYES 
ARE DISMISSED 


Unless Market Is Found 
Section Will Be Wholly 
Shut Down Within a 
Fortnight.

‘ CHANUTE, Kan:, Jan. 3.—The 
shutting down of 1500 oil wells in 
the local field began today as a 
result of the Prairie Oil & Gas Co.’s 
decision to cease purchasing crude 
oil because of an oversupply in its 
tanks and a curtailed market. As 
the wells were closed workmen 
were discharged. 

Salt water will begin to seep into 
the older wells as z00n as pumping 
stops, operators say, soon rendering 
them valueless. 

Unless a market is found opera- 
tors say every well will be closed 
in two weeks. 


Prairie Co. Announces It Can’t. Buy 
“Distress Oil.’’ 


By the Associated Press. 
INDEPENDENCE, Kan., Jan. 3. 


—The Prairie Oil and Gas Co. ‘to- 
day announced its inability to pur- 
chase “‘distress oil’’ from small in- 
dependent producers of Oklahoma 
and Kansas. 
A proposal made by a relief com- 
mittee at Tulsa, Ok., that the 
Prairie take half of the production 
from the thousands of small wells 
left without a market outlet since 
Jan. I, provided other major pur- 
chasing and pipe line companies 
would buy the other half, was re- 
jected. 
W. 8. Fitzpatrick, chairman of 
the board of the Prairie company, 
explained the company's position in 
a letter to E. B. Reeser, president 
or thé” American Petroleum Insti- 
tute. The relief committee, com- 
posed of representatives of the ma- 
jor pipe line and purchasing com- 
panies of the Mid-Continent area, 
had suggested the Prairie buy 14,- 
500 barrels daily of the “distress 
oil” from stripper wells of Eastern 
Kansas and Northern Oklahoma. 
Fitzpatrick said the companies 
represented on the relief commit- 
tee included the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, the Gulf Co., the Texas 
Co., the Dutch Shell, the Tidal Co., 
the Pure Oil Co. and the Empire 
oO 
These companies, 0: concerns, 
acquired by them, last Jan, 31, he 
said, were purchasing through the 
Prairie “from these so-called 
stripper wells and others 150,000 
barrels a day.” At the present 
time, however, Fitzpatrick said, 
none of the concerns was buying 
from Prairie, except the Standard 
of Indiana, which war taking only 
10,000 barrels daily until it could 
arrange for piping oil from its own 
sources of supply. 
In a statement accompanying his 
letter, Fitzpatrick defended John 
D. Rockefeller and John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. He deprecated what he 
said was a disposition in some 
quarters “to bring the Rockefellers 
into what appears to be an im- 
pending controversy.” 
The elder Rockefeller, the state- 
ment said, had not been a stock- 
holder in the Prairie for many 
years, but his son was a “substan- 
tial stockholder.” The statement 
said: “From our contact with the 
Rockefellers, we know that they 
are not open to criticism for any- 
thing that has been done or left 
undone in our dealings with our 
patrons, competitors and the pub- 
lic. Unjust criticism and wunrea- 
sonable proposals will not solve the 
problem.”’

PREDICTS GENIUSES 
CONTROL OF GLANDS 


Julian Huxley, English Scien- 
tist, Expects Revolutionary 
Discoveries in Biology. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan) 3.—Prof. 


Julian Huxley, noted English biol- 
ogist and lecturer at King’s College 
of London University, in an ad- 
dress here last night, predicted that 


190 years from now the manipula- 
tion of a human gland may be able 
to substitute desirable for undesira- 
ble characteristics of temperament 
in the growing child. Thus, he 
said, the biologist of the future 
may implant genius where no such 
characteristic was inborn. 

“Astonishing discoveries are be- 
ing made in biology which are des- 
tinued to b® even more revolutionary 
in their effect on science than re- 
cent chemical and physical re- 
search,” he remarked. 

“It will be found possible to 
modify the human organism in de- 
sirable ways, to alter the actual in- 
herited nature of man. We have 
discovered that differences in tem- 
perament depend on ductless glands 
to a great extent. The manipula- 
tion, building or breaking down of 
these glands will alter tempera- 
ment as we desire. In two or three 
generations we shall be able to al- 
ter the temperanment of a child in 
desirable ways. We even may be 
able to gain control of genius.’ 


$2,333,307,000 IN INCOME 
TAX COLLECTED LAST YEAR 


Decrease of $70,000,000 ' From 
1929, $160,000,000 Through 
1 Pct. Rate Reduction.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 3.—Income 


tax collections in 1930 totaled $2,- 
333,307,000, or $70,000,000 less 
than in 1929. 

December collections aggregated 
$496,821,226, and about $20,000,000 
less than December, 1929, and 
brought total collections for the 
first six months of the fiscal year 
to $1,107,307,012, approximately 
$78,000,000 less than in the corre- 
sponding period of a year previous. 

The total for the year had been 
expected at the Treasury to be re- 
duced by $160,000,000 through the 
1 per cént reduction in taxes in in- 
comes of 1929. 

The same factor, Treasury offi- 
cials said, had been expected to 
produce a reduction of $80,000,000 
in collections for the first half of

Thinking it dead, he 
touched it, whereupon its talons 
closed around his wrist so tightly 
that he could not free himself.

The ship’s position 
at that time was latitude 36 and 
longitude 68.40, about+ 390 miles 
southeast of New York. Fifteen 
minutes earlier the motor shi,’ Ber- 
muda had reported that the Trade 
Wind passed over it 20 miles away. 
The winds were favorable. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—A_ red- 
haired widow and the man who 
taught her to fly pointed the plane 
“Trade Wind” for Paris in pitch 
darkness early today, setting their 
sights for Bermuda and the Azores 
with a pay load. 

Mrs. Beryl Hart, one of the few 
women to hold an unlimited trans- 
port license, and Lieut. William S. 
MacLaren, former navy flye , took 


port in Queens at 5:50 a. m. 

Several minutes later an escort 
plane, occupied by W. D. Campbell, 
E. M. Smith and C. J. Strickland, 
friends of the pilots, followed them 
into the air, accompanying them 
for some distance. 

The escort plane returned to the 
airport abgut $:30 a. m., bringing 
fiews that ‘the ocean flight was pro- 
ceeding without mishap: 

Campbell said the ‘“‘Trade Wind”’ 
passed out over Fire Island light, 
skirting the south shore of Long 
Island. When last seen it was 30 
miles east of the light. 

Lieut. MacLaren was at the con- 
trols at the start, but Mrs. Hart 
was expected to replace him soon 
afterward and do much of the pi- 
loting. Mrs. Hart carried a five- 
leaf clover, a rabbit’s foot and an 
Indian penny as emblems of good 
luck. 

Mrs. Cora Mansfield, mother of 
Mrs. Hart, and Mrs. Georgia 
Gwynne, her sister, were on hand, 
as well as Department of Com- 
merce inspectors and friends from 
Newark, N. J., and Jersey City.

DETAILS OF RAILWAY 
CONSOLIDATION PLAN

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Eastern 
railway executives after an all-day 
conference reached an agreement 
last evening on chief details of a 
plan for consolidating their roads 
into four trunk systems, reduced 
the agreement to writing, and 
transmitted the agreement by tele- 
phone to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington. 

The session in the Pennsylvania 
station offices started at 10 a. m. 
and ended at 6 p. m., with execu- 
tives and their attorneys in agree- 
ment on major points and at odds 
on minor problems, 

The following “general under- 
standing’ of the allocation to large 
railroads in the Eastern district 
was outlined in a letter addressed 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission: 

New York Central—The Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, 
and a direct connection with the 
Virginian Railway at deep water, 
including joint rates and routes 
over that railway. 

Pennsylvania — The Wabash, 
the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton; 
and the Norfolk & Western. 

Baltimore & Ohio—The Ann 
Arbor Railroad, the Reading & 
Central Railroad of New Jersey; 
the Western Maryland, the Buf- 
falo, Rochester & Pittsburg; 
the Buffalo & Susquehanna; the 
Lehigh & Hudson River, and 
the Chicago & Alton. 

Chesapeake & Ohio (Nickel 
Plate System )—The Hocking Val- 
ley, the Erie Railroad, the Bes- 
semer & Lake Erie, the Pere 
Marquette, the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie, the Chicago & Eastern IIli- 
nois, and the Lehigh Valley, with 
certain rights reserved to the 
Pennsylvania on the Lehigh Val- 


ley. 
The Grand Trunk ‘Western 
lines are to continue with the 


Canadian National. 

The conference was preceded by 
five similar ones in the last two 
weeks before the object of these 
meetings was disclosed by President 
Hfoover’s announcement that the 
executives had reached an agree- 
ment, 

An agreement, over the signa- 
tures of the presidents of the four 
trunk lines around which the 
smaller lines are being clustered, 
recommends the assignment of the 
following railroads to the four sys- 
tema, jointly: Lehigh & New En- 
giand, Delaware & Hudson, Monon- 
gahela, Montour, Pittsburg & West 
Virginia, and Pittsburg, Chartiers 
& Youghiogheny. 

The conference will continue to 
deal with short-line roads and va- 
rious trackage and terminal grants 
necessary to round out the four 
systems. The present open gate- 
ways on all railroads are to be 
maintained. 

The right of the Pennsylvania to 
use trackage rights on the Nickel 
Piate between Asthabula, O., and 
Brockton, N. Y.—thus entering the 
territory of the New York Central 
—and disposition of the Virginian 
Road, were discussed heatedly yes- 
terday, but were not settled.

REASY, the English historian, 
‘§ years ago wrote his “Fifteen 
Decisive Battles of the World.” 
The sixteenth—the first battle of 
‘the Marne—was won by Gen. Jo- 
seph Jacques Cesaire Joffre, com- 
mander of the French armies in 
the west during,the world war. 
Ending a series of disheartening 
retreats, after four days and 
nights of incessant fight, he stop- 
ped 2,500,000 Germans and drove 
them back when they were within 
30 miles of Parts. 
“I mean to deliver the big bat- 
tle under the most favorable con- 
ditions, at my own time and on the 
ground I have chosen,” declared 
Joffre to his generals. “If neces- 
sary I shall continue to retreat. 
I shall bide my time. No consid- 
eration whatever will make me 
alter my plans.” 
The onward sweep of the Ger- 
mans had reached high tide on 
September 5, 1914, despite the gal- 
lant defense of Liege, the stand at 
Mons-Namur-Charleroi and a 
counter invasion of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Flushed with success, op- 
posed by a numerically inferior 
force which had continually yield- 
ed ground, the Germans had every 
expectation of capturing Paris and 
of turning their strength to finish 
the menacing Russia. The French 
government, meanwhile, had 
moved to Bordeaux. Joffre decid- 
ed to strike on September 6 with 
fast and furious flank attacks, fol- 
lowing the terrific frontal on- 
slaughts of the enemy. The Ger- 
many right wing, under General 
Alexander von Kluck, checked by 
Joffre's unexpected and tremen- 
dous counter-offensive, fell back 
upon the Aisne river on September 
10 and extended itself northward 
through Picardy, Artois and Flan- 
ders to the Belgian coast. Paris 
was saved and Joffre was ac- 
claimed the hero of France. 
25,000 Miles of Trenches. 
After the battle of the Marne, 
the Germans in the West took to 
the trenches and dug themselves 
in and then began four years of 
a new type of warfare in which 
every death-dealing device and 
artifice of human ingenuity was 
employed. Reconnaisance showed 
that at one time tl trenches in 
the Western front consisted of 32 
parallel lines which with the com- 
munication trenches, aggregated 
25,000 miles. Joffre remarked: 
“We have only to keep to the path 
that we are now following to be 
sure of victory.” 
Fom October, 1914, to July, 1918, 
however, the long entrenched bat- 
tle line from the coast to Switzer- 
land remained almost stationary, 
although numerous terrific at- 
tempts to break through were made 
by the Germans, notably in Fian- 
ders, at Ypres, in the Argonne, at 
Verdun, between St. Quentin and 
La Fero toward Amiens, at Chemin 
des Dames, between Rheims and 
Soissons and again at the Marne. 
Five of the greatest German 
drives failing, the allies found 
themselves in a position again to 
take the offensive in July, 1918, 
and the following October they 
smashed the so-called “Hindenburg 
Line,” cleared the Belgian coast 
and advanced along the River 
Meuse, threatening all German 
communications and compelling the 
enemy to ask for the armistice, 
which was granted on Nov. i1, 
1918. 
Meanwhile, Joffre had retired 
from active command and had been 
created a Marshal of France. After 
the first battle of the Marne, oc. 
casional allied reversts cast a shad- 
Ow upon the glory of the great 
French soldier. He had aroused en- 
mities in the Chamber of Deputies 
by his dismissal of 14 Generals and 
his replacement of them by young- 
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the same year. The 


icised him, notably for his transfer 
of Gen. M.’ P. E. Sarrail from the 
Argonne to a minor command in 
the Near East. Joffre himself was 
63 and late in 1915 rumors arose 
regarding the plans to shelve him. 

Georges Clemenceau, who later 
hecame Premier, declared in his 
paper, l'Homme Enchaine, that the 
politicians were going to give Joffre 
“a high-sounding nominal appoint- 
ment which would have the prac- 
tical result of installing a new Com- 
mander in Chief on the Western 
front.” He asked: ‘Is the pro- 
posed new appointment a favor giv- 
en because the French front affords 
insufficient séope to Gen. Joffre’s 
abilities or is it a disgrace which 
hides under the flowers a bowstring 
to paralyze our great strategist in 
the niche of honor?” 

In 1916 Gen. Robert Nivelle suc- 
ceeded Joffre, after Premier Briand 
had announced the latter’s appoint- 
ment as Commander in Chief of all 
the French armies except those in 
Africa. Briand explained: “The 
sole object of the extended powers 
of Gen. Joffre is to insure single- 
ness of direction in military opera- 
tions and at the same time to estab- 
lish closer co-ordination between 
the commander of Our armies and 
the technical councils of the allies,” 

In 1917, a few weeks prior to 
the entry of the United States into 
the struggle, Marshal Joffre and 
former Premier ‘Viviani, as the 
heads of the French War Mission, 
came to this country and discussed 
with President Wilson and other 
Officials America’s participation in 
the war. The Marshal and Viviani 
were enthusiasticalty greeted 
everywhere, 

Returns to U. S. in 1922, 

Marshal Joffre visited the 
United States again in January, 
1922, coming «here from Japan, 
where he had been the guest of the 
Japanese Empire. With Mme. 
Joffre, his daughter, and four 
Staff officers of the French army, 
who accompanied him from Mar: 
seilies, he was extensively enter- 
tained in the Pacific Coast cities, 
Before liéaving San Francisco he 
announced that he would present 
to the museum there the uniform 
and sword he wore during the bat- 
tle of the Marne. 

In Washington he was received 
by President Harding, and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Order of the 
American Legion was given him. 

In 1918 Joffre was elected a 
member of the French Academy, 
thus becoming one of the “Forty 
Immortals.” He was chosen on his 
literary recomd. His work was 
written on Sept. 6, 1914, on the 
eve of the Battle of the Marne in a 
general order to his army and 
read: “At this moment when a bat- 
tle is about to commence, upon the 
result of which the salvation of 
our country depends, no one must 
look behind. All must unite to at- 
tack and repel the enemy. Any 
troop finding itself unable to ad- 
vance further must hold the 
ground at all cost and must fight 
until death. No retreat.” 

Joffre’s only other literary effort 
was written in 1895 when, after a 
French detachment had been an- 
nihilated by hostile tribesmen in 
Africa, he led a punitive expedition 
from the coast to the interior and 
desctibed his experiences in a 
pamphiet entitled: “My March to 
Timbuctu.” 

Born at Rivesaltes on Jan. 4, 
1852, close to the Pyrenees, the son 


of a cooper, Joffre was educated at

the College of Perpignan and the 
Ecole Polytechnic. He entered the 
French army as a Second Lieuten- 
ant during the Franco-Prussian 
war, 1870-71 and commanded a 
battery at the siege of Paris. He 
became a Captain in 1876, a Major 
in 1889, a Lieutenant-Colonel in 
1894, a Colonel in 1897, a Briga- 
dier-General in 1901. and a Major 
General in 1905. He served with 
distinction in China and ‘Tonkin 
and organized the defenses of For- 
mosa. At the beginning of tha, 
great war he was Chief of the 
French General Staff. 

Marshal Joffre was a brilliant 
mathematician and military engi- 
neer and correctly predicted in 
1912 that “the next war will be a 
long one, waged along immense 
fronts an in it patience will be 
worth more than audacity and cal- 
culation will count more than 
dash.’”’ He was not a dress parade 
commander and was rarely seen in 
the saddle. 

Bereft of his wife early in his 
military career, 20 years later he 
married Mme. Lozes, the mother of 
two children, with whom he en- 
joyed for years the quiet of a home 
at Auteuil, After the battle of the 
Marne, a friend remarked: “Gen- 
eral, you have won the greatest 
battle of the ages.” Joffre replied: 
“What I hope I have won is an 
early rest in my little home in the 
Pyrennees.” 

Finally Credited With Victory. 

During the eight years since the 
hero of the Marne visited Japan, 
Canada and the United States in 
1922, receiving great acclaim in 
each country, he had done little 
else than write his memoirs, attend 
public functions and enjoy quiet 
country life. 

Although for several years after 
the war there were many differ- 
ences of opinion as to who was the 
real hero of the Marne, before 
Joffre's death it generally was con- 
ceded that it was he who pushed 
back the invading Germans when 
they were within 30 miles of Paris. 

It was Andre Maginot, Minister 
of War, who in 1928 gave _ full 
credit to Marshal Joffre for the 
victory. Speaking at the ninth an- 
niversary celebration of the Battle 
of the Marne, Maginot said: 

“We have had enough idle dis- 
cussion concerning who should be 
awarded the merit for such a 
magic victory. History already has 
definitely crowned Marshal Joffre 


as the victor of the Marne. Let 
no one challenge this,” 
Only five months earlier the 


Marshal himself with modesty had 
acclaimed Marshal Manoury the 
victor. 

Only Two Marshals Left. 

Marshal Joffre in 1926 contrib- 
uted valuable aid to the efforts to 
ward off the financial dangers that 
threatened France. He accepted a 
post as president of a committee 
seeking voluntary contributions to 
the national sinking fund and led 
an active campaign to strengthen 
the treasury. 

For two hours last June 21 he 
stood at Chantilly, bent and feeble, 
and saw a statue of himself un- 
velled at the place where he had 
his headquarters during the Marne. 
A worn, aged figure, in sharp con- 
trast to the marble reproduction 
of the robust General. | 

His death leaves only two men 
who will ever bear the title of 
Marshal of France—Henri-Philippe 
Petain and Hubert Lyautey. Last

The Field Marshal said: “He 
always seemed to me to be a tower 
of strength against which weaker 
natures might lean, He was most 
invaluable as a man and a com- 
mander when adyersity was worst. 
His memory always will be held in 
high regard by-those British troops 
who: fought in France in the early 
years of the war and especially by 
the ‘Old Contemptibles’ who were 
under his care when tire full brunt 
of the German orslaught had to be 
borne. I personally like to remem- 
ber him for what he was—a good 
comrade and a loyal ally.” 

Lady Haig, widow of the Brit- 
ain’s army leader during the war, 
also paid tribute to Joffre. “His 
death is a very great loss to 
France,” she said. “His leader- 
ship saved our country in its time 
of stress. Lord Hai. worked very 
closely and harmoniously with him 
and often referred to him as ‘Papa

“Their qualities become known 
as those of no others, and it is a 
tribute to Marshal Joffre that to 
general admiration is added a deep 
affection. Calmness, modesty, de- 
termination and devotion to his 


cause ever characterized him. With} 


such qualities silhouetted against 


.the ‘vast background of the Marne, 


he personified and fulfilled the al- 
lied hopes. Marshal Joffre becomes 
one of the world’s immortals.” 
The indomitable courage and 
bravery with which Joffre staved 
off the end in his last iliness have 
recalled to friends here a comment 
of Georges Clemenceau, war-time 
Premier and Minister of War. 

In October, 1914, shortly after 
the Marshal, then Gen. Joffre, had 
thrown back the German armies at 
the Marne, Clemenceau = said: 
“Joffre has made many mistakes, 
but he has one priceless quality— 


he never loses his head.” 


JOFFRE A GUEST OF ST. LOUIS 
AFTER U. S$. ENTERED WAR 


At Coliseum Reception He Present- 
ed Flag to New National 
Guard t. 

Marshal Joffre and Vice Premier 
Rene Viviani, the. fixst noted per- 


sonages from allied jcountries to 
visit the United States after this 
country declared way, were in St. 
Louis May 6 and 7%, 1917. They 
were guests at the home of Breck- 
inridge Long, Third Assistant f£ec- 
retary of State, 5145 Lindell boule- 
vard. 

At a rally in the Coliseum, 
“Papa” Joffre, in behalf of the 
French Society of St. Louis, pre- 
sented a flag to the Fifth Regi- 
ment, National Guard of Missouri, 
which was then being recruited. 
Unable to speak in English, he 
kissed the flag fervently. The Fifth 
took the name of “Joffre’s Regi- 
ment.” It was later consolidated 
with the historic First Regiment of 
St. Louis, to form the 138th In- 
fantry, 35th Division, and served 
overseas, suffering heavy losses in 
the first four days of the decisive 
Argonne-Meuse engagement, which 
began Sept. 26, 1918. 

The flag presented by Marshal 
Joffre to the Fifth Regiment was 
destroyed by fire, while the 138th 
was in camp at Le Mans, France. 
When Joffre learned of this loss, 
he sent another flag to the 138th, 
and it was carried through the war 
and displayed on the regiment's 
return to St. Louis in May, 1919. 

St. Louis received Marsha! Joffre 
with the greatest enthusiasm. He, 
rather than the eloquent Viviani, 
was the center of interest at the 
Coliseum demonstration, in a drive 
through the city and at a formal 
breakfast. In contrast with the 
official attitude of Chicago, where 
Mayor Thompson demurred at re- 
ceiving the French guests, St. Louis 
gave full official sanction to the 
ceremonies in their honor, and 
Mayor Kiel extended the official 
welcome,

Of the French leaders of note only 
Marshal Petain, defender of Ver- 
dun, still lives, but, unlike Foch or 
Joffre he never was in supreme 
command of the French armies.

Premier Steeg was the first to 
arrive at the hospital after an- 
nouncement of the Marshal’s 
death. He was followed by Col.

Secretly Taken to Hospital, 

Marshal Joffre’s iliness dated 
back many weeks, when, complain- 
ing of a pain in his leg, his 
doctors found him a victim of 
arteritis. In his case the disease, 
which brings an inflammation of 
the arteries, settled in his legs and 
eventually a gangrenous condition 
developed which necessitated am- 
putation. 

On Dec. 19 he was taken secretly 
in his own cabriolet to the Hos- 
pital Saint Jean de Dieu and that 
night, under a local anasthaesia 
only, he submitted to amputation 
above the knee of his left lee. He 
would not take ether, informing 
the physicians that he wished to 
see what they were doing to him. 

His illness did not become known 
until the following week, when his 
doctors let it be known they had 
no hope for him and did not ex- 
pect him to live more than a day 
or so at the most. He gradually 
weakened after astonishing the 
physicians with his resistance. He 
lived for days after they had stat- 
ed that he had only hours or éven 
minutes more of life. On New 
Year’s day he lapsed into the final 
coma from which he never recov- 
ered and at one time that day was 
80 low that a false announcement 
of his death was made, only to be 
retracted an hour later after hav- 
ing been spread over all the world. 
He was kept alive during the last 
few days by injections of a serum. 
Had he been able to stand another 
operation his right leg would have 
been amputated but it was feared 
the shock would precipitate death.

He de- 
clared he had no idea where his 
son had gone. 

In her statement to the reporter, 
Eugenia Abernathy declared she 
did not know the Orthwein boy 
was in their house during the 
night, but later she admitted to 
policemen that she did know he 
he was there. 

Pearl Abernathy was questioned 
by St. Louis police and Sheriff Lill 
until 11 o’clock last night, when 
the Sheriff took him to Clayton 
and questioned him further. Lill 
declined to go into detail on the 
interrogation. 

“There are others involved in 
this case beside Pearl Abernathy, 
however,” he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Some of them have been 
mentioned previously. Others have 
not been. There will be other 
arrests in the case. Principally we 
want to get Charles Abernathy for 
questioning, but frankly we have 
not the slightest clew to his where- 
abouts.”’ 

Today the police took from the 
home of Pearl Abernathy a loaded 
automatic pistol to which he had 
directed them. He told deputies he 
had taken it from his son Thurs- 
day morning and presumed it was 
the weapon Charles Abernathy had 
used in the kidnaping. 


Time to “Bear Down Hard,” Says 
County Prosecutor. 


' Prosecuting Attorney Castlen to- 
day gave the Te statement 
to the press: 

“This appears to: me to be an op- 
portune moment to ‘bear down 
hard’. on kidnaping and kidnapers 
in this community. The law can- 
not compromise with anyone who 
abducts another. This is a matter 
affecting the public’s welfare and 
also anyone who conspires with or 
aids or abets or fails to act against 
the kidnaper when such action 
should be taken, lays himself or 
herself open to serious conse- 
quences. 

“I appreciate. fully the state of 
mental torture which seizes parents

Of the more than 300 new car 
and chassis models displayed, 35 of 
them passenger cars, each one 
showed some change in design or 
mechanical gosta smn 
The swing away from the ultra 
bright colors of former years is 
definite, with pastel shades of 
green, black, brown and maroon 
leading in popularity. Wire wheels. 
are in color and chromium, 
The manufacturers said increased 
speed reflected improved roads and 
long trunk highways which permit 
speeds up to 65 miles an hour for 
long distances, while complications 
of traffic necessitated quicker pick- 
up. There also is a trend toward 
larger fuel supply tanks. 

In an especial appeal to women, 
the manufacturers assert their new 
models are easier to handle under 
all driving conditions. There will 
be less fatigue for long distances, 
they say, and clutches will respond 
to feather-like pressure. 

Adjustable drivers’ seats and 
steering columns appear in many 
models and spare tires are almost 
universally transferred from the 
rear to fender wells. New mani- 
folding designs for better éxhaust 
appear in the eights, twelves and 
sixteens. Use of the double car- 
buretors and down-draft type is 
more general and manufacturers 
assert they have better provision 
for distribution of the gas mixture 
to cylinders.

ON NEW PAPAL STATE COINS 


Christ, the Virgin, Saints and 
Archangel Among Those 


Depicted. 
C ht, 1931, by the Press and Pulitzer 
OE lishi ing Cos. (New York World 
and Post-Dispatch.) 
ROME, Jan. 3.—The new coin of 


the Vatican State, soon to be mint- 
ed, carry a bust of Pope Pius XI 
in profile on the 100 lire gold 
pieces and the 10 and 5 lire silver 
pieces. The smaller nickel and cop- 
per coins bear the papal coat of 
arms. On the reverse side of the 
100-lire gold pieces is a full length 
figure of Christ. At his feet cherubs 
hold a crown. The Virgin is en- 
throned on the reverse side of the 
10-lire silver coins, holding the 
Infant Jesus on her left knee and 
an olive branch in her right hand. 
The legend, in Latin, is “Queen of 
Peace.”’ 

St. Peter’s image appears on one 
side of the 5-lire silver pieces, and 
the Good Shepherd on the 2-lire 
nickel coin. The 1-lire nickel coin 
carries a representation of the Vir- 
gin. St. Michael the archangel. 
sheathing the sword is represented 
on the 5 centissimi piece and Saints 
Peter and Paul on the 20 and 10 
centissimi pieces, respectively.

wearing tights, it caused; 
shirt bosoms to bob with laughter | 
and dainty hands to grow orimson | 
from applause. 

The reference during the per- 
formance to such non-operatic

But these remedies cannot pre- 
vent the recurrence of business depression. Public 
employment offices can do much to bring men and 
jobs together, but they cannot create new jobs where 
jobs do not exist. Nor can any of these devices pre- 
vent shifts in consumer demand or forestall the dis- 
placement of workmen by machines, ms 
The unpleasant fact must be faced that a certain 
amount of unemployment will always exist. Some 
people will be jobless through no fault of their own, 
This is a problem which we must somehow meet. 
‘We might let the idle starve, but: such a solution is 
repugnant to our moral sénse and we will not accept 
it. A second way is to extend charity—soup kitch- 
ens, bread lines, public lodging houses. This is the 
dole system to which America is resorting today. 
Informed opinion rejects it because it is wasteful, 
costly, demoralizing. Senator Wagner is among those 
believing that there is but one other alterna- 
tive—that we must meet the risk of unemployment, 
as we are already meeting the risk of accident, by’ 
compulsory state insurance. It is true, too, that the 
hunger and misery which follows joblessness is quite 
as painful as the privatign which results from pbys- 
ical injury. An industrial system which can afford 
to build up reserves for the payment of dividends 
during periods of depression can afford in some way 
to establish similar reserves for the maintenance of 
its human capital as a necessary cost of doing busi- 
ness. Despite such encouraging agreements between 
employers and employes as that of the Amalgamated 
Clothiers, who are consequently able to take care of 
their own problems, neither private nor trade union 
insurance plans cover more than an insignificant 
minority of the working population. Trade union 
insurance plans cover only 34,700. Joint union and 
employer plans cover but 77,500. Employers’ insur- 
ance systems, before the adoption of the General 
Electric program, covered only 8000 workers. Today 
they include but 84,000. The total number covered 
by all these plans does not exceed 196,000# This com- 
poses less than 1 per cent of our industrig) working 
population of more than 20,000,000. 

Unemployment insurance by either nation or state 
has against it the unfailiing demoralization resulting 
from the dole in Europe. The employer and worker 
should, as in many cases they are actually doing, 
settle this matter between them. But the introduc- 
tion of such proposals as those of Senator Wagner 
and the Association for Labor Legislation may well 
impress upon the public consciousness the necessity 
for a solution. The Senator’s proposed study of the 
various insurance plans should promptly be in- 
augurated. Any reasonable approach to a solution 
of the problem of human insecurity deserves, at the 
least, an honest and thoughtful consideration.

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PROSECUTE THE ORTHWEIN KIDNAPER. 
Sheriff Lill has ordered the arrest of Charles Y. 
Abernathy as the kidnaper of 13-year-old Adolphus 
Busch Orthwein, and Prosecuting Attorney Castlen 
has announced he will prosecute him, despite the dec- 
laration of the Busch and Orthwein families that they 
will not prosecute if the man was driven to crime 
by severg poverty. 
It is natural that parents and relatives of a kid- 
naped child, in the overwrought emotional state thus 
induced, should be willing to make any concession to 
obtain the return of the child unharmed. But to 
permit any private arrangements to interfere with 
the orderly processes of the law is distinctly contrary 
to public policy. Kidnaping for ransom is a crime 
punishable by death. If no attempt to obtain ransom 
can be proved, the maximum punishment is 10 years 
in prison. It is for the courts, and not the parents 
and relatives of kidnaped children, to decide what 
shall be done with kidnapers. 
Having recovered the child, the Busch and Orth- 
wein families may have lost interest in the appre- 
hension and prosecution of the kidnaper. But the 
public interest is still acute, and it is concerned with 
punishing an offense of this kind as a measure of 
protection to other children. It is only logical to be- 
lieve that if, out of gratitude for the return of the 
child, kidnapers can escape the penalties of the law, 
others may be emboldened to engage in the crime 
and rely upon. soft-hearted relatives to refuse to 
prosecute.

ROM time to time in ecent months Mr. 

Coolidge has chosen in his syndicated 

newspaper articles to express a shy dis- 
agreement with certain decisions of the 
Hoover administration. In his article of 
Dec. 28 Mr. Coolidge did much more than 
this. He chose boldly and openly to hit 
hard at the Hoover administration on a 
question of major importance. This ques- 
tion concerns the policy adopted by the ad- 
ministration in an effort to pacify both 
the farm bloc and to establish prosperity 
in this country: namely, its effort to peg the 
price of wheat and other agricultural prod- 
ucts through the manipulations of the Farm 
Board. 

In the results of this policy the adminis- 
tration itself professes to take great pride. 
Addressing Congress at the opening of the 
present session, Mr. Hoover insisted that the 
practice of price pegging, so alien to his 
philosophy of government a year and a half 
ago, has saved the American farmer from 
a calamity which has overtaken farmers in 
other countries. | 

“The price levels of our major agricultur- 


al commodities,” he said, “are higher than - 


those in other principal producing coun- 
tries, due to the combined result of the 
tariff and operations of the Farm Board.” 

With this estimate of the results achieved 
by the Farm Board and with the whole 
method of attempting to peg prices by gov- 
ernmental action, Mr. Coolidge now chooses 
to exprer: emphatic disagreement, 

“In the general field of business, whether 
of inéustry or agriculture,” he said, “Gov- 
ernment interference in an attempt to 
maintain prices out of the treasury is al- 
most certain to make matters worse instead 
of better. It disorganizes the whole eco- 
nomic fabric. It is a wrong methol because 
it does not work. It is better for everyone 
in the end to let those who have made 
losses bear them than to try to shift them 
onto someone else. If we could have the 
courage to adopt this principle our recov- 
ery would be expedited. Price fixing, sub- 
sidies and Government support will only 
produce unhealthy business.” ,

It is impossible, we believe, to overesti- 
mate the significance and the importance of 
this statement as a declaration of Republic- 
an principle. Mr. Coolidge is not attacking 
one of the minor policies of the Hoover ad- 
ministration. He is attacking the major do- 
mestic policy embraced by Mr, Hoover in 
an effort to lift the country out of the worst 
depression it has experienced in years. He 
is attacking this policy precisely at a time 
when Mr, Hoover is hard put to preserve 
the fiction of Republican unity. He is dis- 
sociating himself from responsibilty for the 
results of the one method above all other 
methods upon which Mr. Hoover relies as a 
means of stimulating a recovery in business. 

Deliberately and bluntly, Mr. Coolidge has

criticism which he has expressed is the 
first important evidence of latent but wide- 
spread dissatisfaction in the East with the 
economic policies of the administration. Un- 
less we mistake all signs, this dissatisfaction 
will be a formidable factor in the politics of 
the Republican party by 1932: 

At the end of 1930 the Republican party 
could not very well present a more ragged 
front than it presents today. Three factions 
whose aims and standards it may be in- 
creasingly difficult to reconcile are readily 
discernible. There is the Western agrarian 
faction, read out of the party so casually and 
so light-heartedly by the cocksure Mr. Lu- 
cas, There ig the Eastern conservative fac- 
tion, whose distrust of Mr. Hoover's eco- 
nomics has been voiced by Mr. Coolidge and 
will be voiced again. There is the party of 
the palace, content at least for the time 
being to follow Mr. Hoover and to hope, 
with him, that the combination of presi- 
dential patronage plus a revival of business 
in the first half of 1931 will be sufficient to 
stem a revolt and to assure the President's 
renomination. 

Cutting across the interests and the loy- 
alties of all three of these factions, still fur- 
ther complicating the outlook for the Re- 
publican party in 1932, is the dominant and 
disturbing issue of prohibition.

POWER BOARD ASKS Di 


Invites Back Russell, King 
Bonner Who Says a HE 
Not Accept Invitation. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—All em- 
ployes of the old power commis- 
sion, including two whose dismissal 
aroused a storm of protest on 
Capitol Hijl, have been invited ‘to 
file applications for reappointment 
to the reorganized body. The em- 
ployes automatically lost their jobs 
upon.the reorganization Dec. 22 
when five full-time commissioners 
took charge in place of three Cab- 
inet members who comprised the 
old commission. Two whose dis- 
missal was opposed by a group of 
Senators are Charles A. Russell, 
former Solicitor, and William Vv. 
King, former accountant. The 
commission announced they were 
outsted, along with Frank E. Bon- 
ner, former executive secretary, to 
end “internal strife.’ 

The invitation to all the old em- 
ployes to file applications for jobs 
was contined in a resolution adopt- 
ed at a special meeting of the com- 
missioners: yesterday. Chairman 
Smith explained the action meant 
if the employes care to apply for 
their former positions the applica- 
tions would be “considered on their 
merits.” 

Bonner said he would not apply 
for his old job.

Police Judge Attilius A. Ladd of | %x the 
University City was declared to be] 


entitled to a certificate of elec- 


tion also as Justice of the Peace 
in Central Township for Univer- 
sity City in a decision made yes- 
terday by Gircuit Judge Mulloy at}, 
Clayton. The decision was wel- 
comed by St. Louis County -offi- 
cials who face the possibility of a 
decfease in pay. 

Judge Mulloy in @irecting the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
to issue a certificate of election, 
held that Ladd’s election Nov. 4 
was prior to the change in status 
of St. Louis County and Central 
Township which resulted when 
the population was officially an- 
nounced ‘by the Census Bureau 
Novy.-12. Since he was elected be- 
fore the official publication of 
population. figures, he is entitled 
to serve his full term, the deci- 
sion holds, 

In ‘Missouri! counties having 
townships .of less 100,000 popula- 
tion, a Justice of the Peace may be 
elected for certain towns in addi- 
tion to two Justices of the Peace at 
large. St. Louis County has been 
electing six town magistrates. 

When it became apparent from 
census statistics that Central 
Township would exceed the 100, 000 
population and that a section rela- 
ting to larger counties and provid- 
ing for four Justices of the Peace 
at large would bo applicable, ‘the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
placed the names of the two Re- 
publican nominees, Justices Wer- 
remeyer and Stecker, on the gen- 
eral election ballot and in addition 
included the names of Arthur D. 
Willecken and Leslie T. Lewis, de- 
feated in the primary but later 
named as candidates by the Repub- 
lican Central Committee when the 
question of population arose. 

Ladd and three others elected 
town Justices of the Peace, filed 
suit. The others are Martin J. Ras- 
mussen of Clayton, Charjes Alten- 
bernd of Maplewood and Joseph A. 
La Bonde of Richmond Heights. 
Robert F. Oldham of Brentwood 
and Henry W. Ruhe of Webster 
Groves, also elected, did not ask 
for a mandamus. The Ladd case is 
the first to be heard. The other 
petitions are perfding in the Circuit 
Court. .: 

Lewis and Willecken have estab- 
lished offices and probably will re- 
sist efforts to remove them since 
the Election Board gave them cer- 
tificates of election. 

County officers feel that the de- 
cision indicates that they will be 
able to defeat any efforts to reduce 
their salaries. Pay for officials in 
counties of more than 150,000 is 
less than that in counties of its 
former class. The census showed a 
population of 211,000. They con- 
tend that their position is the same 
as Ladd’s—that they were elected 
before a change in status of the 
county and under statutes also fix- 
ing their pay.

DETROIT, Mich.,; Jan. 3.—Pre- 
liminary figures on the automobile 
industry “for. 1930, as compiled by 
the National’ Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce place the year's pro- 
duction of -_passenger cars and 
trucks in the United . States and 
Canada at 3,605,000 units, having 
a total wholesale value of $2,159 
600,000. ‘The figures, subject to 
some slight revision when final 
production records for December 
are available, compare with a total 
output of 6,621,709 cars and trucks 
produced in 1929, with a wholesale 
value of $3,576,645,881. 

Parts and accessories for re- 
placement: and service equipment 
produced in 1930 had a wholesale 
value of $527,800,000, while tires 
produced for replacement were 
valued, wholesale, at $429,000,000, 
or a combined total wholesale valu- 
ation on motor vehicles, accesso- 
ries, service equipment and re- 
placement of. parts and tires, of 
$3,116,400,0600:' A year ago the to- 
tal covering the same output ag- 
gregated $5,142,315,542. 

A falling off in export © trade 
amounting to 44 per cent is shown 
in the analysis. The number of 
American motor vehicles sold out- 
side the United States is placed at 
561,000 units, compared with 997,- 
111 vehicles a year ago. Only 625 

vehicles were imported during the 
year. The exported vehicles, parts 
and tires were valued at $344,- 
700,000. 

The chamber’s figures place the 
world registration of automobiles 
at 35,518,000, of which 26,718,000 
are listed in the United States. It’ 
estimates that taxation of automo-

A more refined and extensive 
study of this general subject was 
recently completed by the research 
division of the Milbank Memorial 
Fund. 

This study concerns itself not 
with occupational diseases but with 
the prevalence of physical defeets 
awa disabilities in different occupa- 
tional groups. One hundred thou- 
sand adult white and native-born 


"men between the ages of 20 and 60 


were examined. 

Their physical records were sub- 
jected to analysis and tabulated un- 
der the general and broad occupa- 
tional groups of agriculture, busi- 
ness, professional and skilled work- 
er. or 

Apart from singular defects 
found in each gfoup, the study re- 
vealed that the professional work- 
er is most free from physical de- 
fects while the skilled worker is 
most subject to them,
